The following items were discussed: 

Electronic Data Processing (EDP_1 

A congressional camittee conducted a hearing on use of 
EDP equipment. Copies of the hearings are being obtained for 
circulation among the OL Staffs and Divisions. 

Age and Grade Structure - OL 

The average age of the Office of Logistics’ personnel on 
a wide basis, taking into consideration all grade structures, 

is 41.9 years. This represents a much younger average age than 
that normally attributed to other agencies of the Government.

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GAO Investigation of Contracts 


The General Accounting Office is investigating certain Govern- 
ment CPFF contracts. This investigation may eventually involve CIA. 


Contrary to the previous CIA policy of maintaining strict 
security to the point of exclusion of GAO Audits and other investigations, 
Mr. Garrison is amenable to making available any logistics contract 
records which such an investigating body would require.

with DoXMj^elng looked into and that the Agency on previous occasion 
has contracted with at a much lower CPFF rate than DoD. 

Budget Hearing FI 1961 

The FY 1961 Budget Hearings resolved that a 5$ personnel cut 
must be absorbed by the Agency prior to 30 June i960. This reduction 
when applied to OL means a total cut of BHfcpersons within the next 25X9 
ten months. Mr. Garrison asked that all Staff and Division Chiefs 
keep this in mind as 30 June i960 is Just around the comer when 
it comes to such things as personnel cutting. 


Since no functions were to be eliminated in absorbing the cut, 
Mr. Garrison felt that a reduction in the quantity and quality of 
service now being furnished by OL would in all probability become 
evident .
